Eagland ¢an no more chunve her joalous
and selfish ehoracter where the progress and
great nutional interests of the United States aro
eoncerned than the leopard his spots or the
B biopiun his sidn, Indoed she is and has
always been very jealous of commercial rivals,
though mors par.icalarly so of this country.
History abonnds with facts to show this, The
latest example of her jealousy apd selfishnees,
b according fo our Washington nows, ls in the
oase of the Darien ship ecanal project. The
first despateh from Washington to the New
York press intimated that the British Minister,
Mr, Thornton, would remonsirate with our

government against the exclusive privi-
leges pgranted to the United States by
New Granada and the iIndependent ac-
tion of this country in the matter

of a ship canal anrois the Istmus of
Dirien. The despatch which we publish this
morning from Washington give a milder phase
to the question of British interference, but it
seems probable that Great Britain Is about to
interpose in some way. In adespateh published
yesterday this interposition is put in a mild
diplomatio style, The words are:—*It is,
nevertheless, probable that some discussion
will occur betwe:n the United States and
Great Brit:in as to the right of the former to
make a treaty for exclusive privileges with
any of the Contral American Powera,”

It is intimated that Great Brilain may claim
that, under the Clay on-Bulwer convention of
the 10th of April, 1830, all projocts for the
constraction of a ship canal across the isthmus
which connects North and South America
should be under the control of both. Pow.ra.
That co ‘vention, it will ba remembered, was
mude with special reference to the Nicararus
route, and provided that neiiher of the Powers
should exercise exclusive control over any
canal that might be made there, and that
neither should coloaize, fortify, or exercise
any exclugive dominion over Nicaragua,
Costa Rica, the Mosquito const, or any
part of Central America. It is said that
the eizhth article of this convention is the one
upon which Great Britain relies particularly
for eatablishing her claim to an equal control
over anl pariicipation in any canal or railway
across the isthmus connecting South and North
Amoriea, That article s ys the two govern-
ments, “‘to accomplish a particular object and
to establish a general prineiple, agree to
extend their proteciion by troaty stipulations
to any other praciicabla communications than
the Nicaragua route, whether by eanal or rail-
way, neross the isthmus which econnests North
and South America, aad espacially to the
interoeennic communications, should the same
prove to be praclicable, woich are‘now pro-
posed to be established by the way of Tehuan-
tepoc or Panama.” Excluding the circumlo-
cution of diplomatic Ilangaage and detiils in
the rest of the eighth ar.icie and the conven-
idon generally, tuis is the gist and subsiance
of the malter.

The Eurepean War Cloud in the Northe
onat.

By our latest advices per mall from Enrope
we learn that Russia s concentrating an army
of one hundred and twenty thonsand men on
the southern confines of Poland, and at the
same moment Prussia is pushing with hot haste
the work on her grand fortified harbor of
Wilhelmahafen—the Cherbourg and Cron-
stadt, in ope, of the North Germanle Confeds-
ration. Aguinst whom or under what menace
are theso preparations directed? There i
some difficulty still between the Prussian &nd
the Danlsh governments In reference to the
everlasling subject of the Schleswig-Holstein
treaties, and it has even been rumored that
Copenbagen might be bombarded by the Ger-
man navy, but that would not directly
requira a concentration of Russeian forces
toward the Southwest. The Czar is reported to
be eying the crisis in Austria and the move-
ments of Turkey with eager gaza; ‘but that
would hardly acconnt for hasty and heavy
Prussian fortifiontion on the north, What,
then, docs this sudden end simultancous
action of the two great conterminous Northern
Powers portend? They are closely allied, and
their rulers are nearly related by marriage.
The Czar has long been displeased with Aus-
tria, and Prussia has a bone to pick with
France, Bismarck means German unity
South as well as North. Napoleon dare not

let & Teutonic Colossus grow up to
overshadow him beyond the Rhine, Then
Bismarck s ill, and his attacks have

always poriended mischiet in the field of
diplomacy. Heis as bold as he is able, and
he well k ows how “‘where the lion’s skin falls
short Lo eke it out with the fox's.,"” Are we to
have a grand move to absorb Baden and Wiir-
temberg along with Bavaria, as binted in our
article of a fow diya since? And are Russia
and Prasaia to stand together aguinst France
and Austrin? The drift of the political
ourrent sets that way, and diplomatic notes
and aemi-official journalistic articles are flitting
to and fro like Mother Carey's chickens seen
bafore a storm. The cloud in the Northeast Is
thus far no bigzer than a man's hand; but that
hand, in its broad grasp and nervous digits,
looks wondrously like the huge paw of Count
Bismarck.

The Sonate comum meel re‘rieving the time
and opportunity loat on the duli Georgia bi'l
yestordhy by attending soberly and conider-
ntely to busin-es. The members had more
interesling topios to discuss, such as the
Northern Pacific Railroad bill, and naturally
worked beiler at il, even coming to an agree-
ment to vote to-day on the bill referred to.

In the House the fun was uproarious, The
Ohio Legislature was present, rambling up and
down the aisles of the hall, and the considerate
Congressmen improvised a first class sensation
for the entertainment of thelr guests, Sypher
and his election case came up, and the vote in
tavor of his retaining his seat against Bt.
Martin—whbo beat him by a majority of
about twelve thousand in the Loulsiana elec-
tion—was carried by a majority of five.
Of course it was na'ural to suppose that a
good radical mojority of five was more effec-
tual than & good democrutic majority of twelve
thousand, and Sypher walked up to the
Spenker's desk to be sworn in as confidently
a8 if half o dozen ciphers bad been affixed to
his slim majority, But he was slopped as by
a thunderbolt. Even as his hand was raised
to heaven to take the oath the bounding Brooks
was on his feet objecting to his admission, on
the ground that he was a citizen of Pennsyl-
vanis, and not of Lonisiana, and that he had
made a corrupt bargain with the Pennsylvania
iron men to vote in thelr interests if they
would vole to put him in, Added to this
came a written protest from the democratic
membears, and finally, as the accumulation of
all his woes, the adminisiration of the oath
was delayed forever by a motion of Mr. Moore,
a republican, to reconsider the vote admitiing
him. That motion was carried. A subatitule
was immediately offerédd and passed declaring
that there had been mno election in Sypher's
district, and that neither he nor his contestant,
Mr, St. Martin, was entilled to a seat. There-
upon Sypher left, carrying with him the proud
congciousness of haviny come nearer being a
member of the House on the slimmest
majority, without actually succeeding, than
any individual on record.

The Sucz Passage—From Bombay Direct
to Liverpool.

SBome days since we mentioned the arrival
of the cotton stenmer Danube at Liverpool
from Bombay via the Suez Canal. We have
now to record the arrival of the stenmship
Stirling, from and to the same ports, In forty-
three days, in spite of a clogged keel and
terrible adverss gales in the Bay of Biscay.
This passage, which is the only complete test
yet made of the practical value of the Suez
Canal, in ull weathers, to British trade,
ghould, we think, silcnce the cavillings of
John Bull agaiust the success of his Frenoh
neighbor’'s splendid enterprise. The tima con-
sumed by the Stirling in passing from the Red
Sea to the Mediterranean through the eanal
was but fourteen hours, while the whole lapse
of the voyage was buf little more {bhan one-
third of the duration of the circuit herelofore
required around the Cape of Good Hope.
When we now refleet upon the flects of ton
ghips and vessels laden with the spices and
tissugs  ‘“*of Ormus and of Ind" which
annually pass between tha porls of China,
Japan, Australia and the Eastern arcnipeln-
goes and the marifime cities of Briiain, Bol-
ginm, Franes and Ilolland, we may begin to
form an ndeqiate apprecintion of the wonderful
“aca change” that commerce beoween Europe
and Asiais about to undergo. Literally, by
these grand enlerpriges, the nations of the
earth are swiitly coming into closer bonds of
union. What a stride from the banks of the
Guanges and the Euphrates to the docks of the
Mersey and the Thaumes; from the pagoidas of
Hindostan to the hotels of the West End;
from the dinlects of ancient Sanscrit deriva-
tion to the,slang of Wapping, in less than 6fiy
days! The worid does move.

As they are not the firm described perhaps
they are nol libelled.

Propesed Adjournment of the Lemislatnre.

It appears that there Is & verv earnest
deaire prevailing among the sazes at Albuny
to adjourn sine dis on next Tneaday night. If
such be decided upon no one will be sorry
that the law-makiag business of this year is
nearly over, As far as this city is concerned
we bave had all wo want from the Albany
firm, and they may dissolve partaership and
shut up shop ns soon as possible, We have
got an excellent form of ecity government,
under which, with proper adminlsiration, we
may hope to live in the same equit-
able, peaceful, prosperous condition a3
other metropolitan cities throughout the
globe. Under responsible authority we
look for the best men in office in all
the departments, new and remodelled; men
of note and character cn the bench; men of
education and integrity in oll the diflerent
commisgions, We are promised this much-
longed-for consummation by the lenders of the
city democracy, and we have no reason to
doubt that the promises will be fulfilled by the
chiefs of that party, who have shown 80 wuch
skill in quelling & foolish revolt in their own
ranks,” and thus saving the city from the pro-
babilities of a disastrous rowdy rule. The
tax levies for the provision of the local gov-
ernment have been disposed of in one
house, and will meet with little obstruction
in the other, There is notfling to pre-
vent these two bills from being disposed
of at once and sent o the Governor. The
Supply bill—a gomewhat intricate document,
but not out of the usnal form—will be reported
in the Assembly to-day by Mr. Jacobs, chair-
men of the Ways and Means Committes. Itls
not a very heavy bill, and is said to contain
few, if any, items open to objection. It ought
to pass the House to-day and be disposed of
in the Senale to-morrow if no factious oppo-
sition is offered,

This will clear the track of our prominent
local legisiation, and, with the exception of a
few other bills perfecting the Charter, and the
varions city railroad bills, underground and
overground and half way, some ol which will
not see light this eession and some of which
will be consgigned to eternal darkness, will leave
little other work to be done which should proloag
the sittings of the august body which illumi-
nates, by its Minerva-like wisiom, the ehabby
State Capitol in Albany. Tue country mem-
bers huve had o fuir swing for the last few
days. Their liitle local bills have been rush-
ing through at the rate of about sixty a day in
the Assembly and forty in the Senate. Some
of them, of course, have gone up ina balloon,
and some bhave gone up to the Governor, to
sink or swim, as his Excellency’s judgment
may decree, So the bucolic element has
no reason to grumble at an eariy adjournment,
The bills not acted upon can lie in lavender
until next session, when they can have another
airing.

Toe Nexr Besr TaiNe.—Perry, the mur-
derer of the watchman Hayes, was yesterday
sentenced to State Prison for life, In passing
sentence the Judge expressed his personal
conviction that the prisoner was guilty of mur-
der in the first degree, for which the punish-
meont would have beén hanging. Every intel-
ligent person doubtless coincides wih the
view of the Judge. BSociety, perhaps, would
be as well satisfied to have the criminul buried
in bis prison cell as in & grave—if there were
any certainty that be would not be pardoned
out in a day or two.
